by him'to the common council; the mode of making out said list-and

-ARTICLE IV. 


OF THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND THE FILLING OF VACANCIES, 


Sec. 1. A general election for all fhe officers of the corporation 
required to be elected by this act, or any ordinance of the city, shall 
be héld on the first Tuesday in April of each-year. 

SEC. 2. At all elections for city officers, the voters shall vote by 
ballot, at the tine and places designated by the common council. 

Sec. 3. No election shall be held in any publie drinking house, 
or any other place where intoxicating liquors’ are vended. , ' 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the common council to order ,all 
elections, to designate the place of holding the same; to give at least 
ten days notice Bed and to appoint inspectors of elections at the 
place or places of voting. The eon shall be conducted according 
to the provisions of the act to regulate general elections; if any 
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inspector shall fail to attend, the electors present may appoint another. 
in his stead. The returns of all elections shell be made to thé com- 
mon council, who shall publicly examine and declare the result thereof, 
and ‘give certificates of election to the persons having a plurality of 
votes : Provided, that the first election to be held under his charter 
shall take place at the same time and place as the county clerk shall 
direct, a notice of ten days being first givén by him. Immediately 
upon the passage of this act, the Legislative Assembly shall cause a 
certified copy thereof to be transmitted to the said. county clerk of 
the ‘county of Washington, who shall«thereupon without delay give 
the said required notice of ten days, and shall designate the place or 
places of holding said election, and appoint inspectors. The returns 
of such election shall be made to the seid county clerk elect, who 
shall declare the result, and give certificates of election to the pèr- . 
sons chosen to the several offices. ‘The officers so chosen shall hold 
their office until ten days after the next annual election, and until 
their successors are quahfied. 1 

Sec. 5. The person who shall have received a plurality of 
votes shall be declared elected, and the inspectors of elections may 
also give certificates of election until the common council shall have 
examined the returns and declared the result. 
7 Sec. 6. All vacancies that may occur in the city offices provided 
‘for, shall be filled in the following manner : 

J. Of the mayor: If by death, resignation, or otherwise, the 
office of mayor shall become vacant, a special election shall be called 
by the common council to fill the vacancy. ۱ 

2. Of the recorder: If by death, resignation, or otherwise, the 
office of recorder shall become vacant, a special election shall be called 
by the common council, to fill the vacancy. . 

8. Vacancies occurring in the office of councilmén, or in any of 
the city offiees other than the offices of the mayor and recorder, shall 
be filed by the common couneil, " 

Sec. 7. All elections for city officers shall continue but one day, 
and during that day from eight o’clock, A. M., to six o’clock P. M. 
The polls shall not be closed during the day under any pretence 
whatsoever. ` 


ARTICLE V. 
OF THE ORGANIZATION AND POWERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Ssecrion 1. The mayor, recorder, and common council, and ‘all 
other officers elected or appointed under this act, shall be qualified 
within ten days after their election or appointment, and. shall enter 
pon the discharge of their duties; and all officers required to be 
elected by: the people under this act, shall hold their office for one year 
and unti their suecessors are duly qualified ; the term of office to com-

mence ten days after the annual election, - 
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Sec. 2. The members of the common council elected under this 
act, shall assemble ten days after their election, and choose a presi- 
ding officers from their number, and some suitable personas clerk.

Sec. 4. Any ordinance which shall have been passed by the com- 
mon council, shall, before it becomes effective, be presented to the 
mayor for his approbation—if he approves he shall sign it—if not he 
shall return it with his objections in writing to the common council, 
who shall cause the same to be entered in their journal atid shall pro- 
ceed to reconsider the same. If, after such reconsideration, two- 
thirds of the members of the common council shall agree to pass the 
same, it shall become an ordinance. In all such cases the votes shall 
be by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for 
or against the same shall be entered on the journal. If any ardi- 
nance shall not be returned by the mayor within ten days, (Sundays 
excepted), after it shall have been presented to him, the same shall 
become effective as if the mayor had signed it. - 

Sec. 5. All demands and accounts against the city shall be 
audited by the council, and shall be paid by the treasurer on the 
warrant of the President of the council, countersigned by the mayor. 

Sec. 6. The style of the city ordinances shall be as follows: 
“The people of the city of Portland do ordain as follows.” 

Sec. 7. The president of the council shall exercise the duties of 
mayor whenever said office shall be vacant or the mayor be absent 
from the city or from any cause unable te attend to the duties of his 
office. 


ARTICLE VI. ۱ 
- OF THE SALARIES OF OFFICERS. 


Section 1. The mayor and members of the council shall receive 
no pay for their services. - 

Sec. 2. The recorder shall receive the same fees for his services 
as justices of the peace are entitled to by law for services of a similar 
nature. ۱ 

Sec. 3. All other offices provided for by this act, or to be created, 
shall receive such compensation as may be established by ordinance. 


ARTICLE VII.

Sec. 6. The Legislature may at any time, alter, amend, or 
repeal this charter. ۳ 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of this city shall terminate on the second 
Tuesday in نج‎ in each year. 

Sec. 8. The city council shall cause to be published, at least one | 
month before the annual election, a full, complete, and detailed state- | 
ment of all moneys received and expended by the corporation during ' 
the preceding year, and on what account received and expended, ` 
classifying each receipt and expenditure under its appropriate head. , 

Sec. 9. "This charter shall be submitted to the popular votes of 
the qualified electors'of the city of Portland, for their acceptance or 
rejection; and if two-thirds of said votes be in favor of accepting the 
same, it shall become a law, but not otherwise. 

Sec. 10. "The present mayor of said city shall have the power to 
give notice of and appoint a time and place for voting on the accep- 
tance or rejection of the charter, and he shall also appoint inspectors 
who shall be qualified and declare the result of the vote to the said 
mayor, who shall thereupon immediately declare the result of the 
vote. . 

Sec. 11. The act entitled “An act to incorporate the city of 
Portland,” which passed the House of Representatives January 14, 
1851, and the Council January 23, 1851, 1s hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. All laws and parts of laws heretofore passed and now 
in force in this Territory, in anywise conflicting with the provisions 
ape act, be and they are hereby repealed, so far as they shall affect 
this act.

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or expedient for the good government of said institution, its officers, 
teachers and pupils; Provided, that such ordinances, rules and regu- 
lations shall, im no manner, contravene the constitution and laws 
of the United States, nor the laws of this Territory. 

And be it further enacted, That said trustees shall meet at 
least once every year, and shall manage the concerns of said institu- 
tion as they shall judge most advantageous to the cause of edu- 
cation ; that seven of their number shall form a quoram, at any reg- 
ular meeting, for the transaction of business.

powers and privileges of conferring honorary degrees, and other 
marks of literary and scientific distinction, as are exercised by other 
similar institutions in the United States.
